operator's neglect 
Cooped up in 


narrow 
quarters, 
with 
scarcely 


enough food for one family, with only 
one bucket of water, and surrounded 
by a band of relentless and bloodthirsty 
Indians, the situation could scarcely 
have been worse. The telegraph office 
could only be reached by penetrating 
the ranks of the Cheyennes, and this 
seemed certain death to whoever at- 
tempted it. A dash in force might 
have accomplished the object, but it 
would have been at the expense of 
many lives. 


After discussing the matter fully, it 


was decided that tho only thing possi- 
ble to insure the safety of all was to 
remain in the adobe and stoically en- 
dure the consequent hunger and thirst 
until the arrival of the Eastern-bound 
train, on the f allowing morning, which 
they hoped would bring aid. 


The little depotin which the telegraph 


office was situated was soms distance 
from the other buildings and to one 
side, and on account of its position was 
not used by the Cheyennes for pur- 
poses of shelter. They had been seen 
to enter it and then retire, and since 
that time had not visited it 
When the 


other buildings were gircnjo the torch, 
it was not disturbed. 
The cause of thia 


singular action can scarcely be compre- 


heard similar voices to the right and 
to the left, and his eyes, becoming 
gradually accustomed to the darkness, 
he could faintly discern the outlines ol 
the forms of the speakers. 


The way to the telegraph office lay 


rio-ht through this line of Indian senti- 
nels, and, although he could see the 
building loom darkly just beyond, he 
knew he could never reach it.

wore earning conslrniatioii and death 
into the peaceful homos of the .settlers 
of Western Kansas. 
They traveled 


with almost incredible speed, leavinga 
lurid trail of burning dwellings, and 
were half wnj across the State before 
they eiieoiintcied any en "aimed re- 
eislancc. 


Near the line of the Union Pacific 


railway a half-equipped militia com- 
pany, icnt out hastily from Topeka, 
threw itself across their path. A sharp 
contest followed, and Hie Cheyennes, 
doubtless fearing they would be cut off 
by troops from over the Santa Fe, 
abandoned their evident intention of 
penetrating to Dakola, and began » 
hasty ictreat. They were well mounted, 
mid, us tho militia company had no 
serviceable horses, it was impossible to 
follow them. In their flight they drove 
off tl 
ponies of a ranchman named 


Watson; murdered Watson, his wife 
and two sons, and made captives of his 
two daughters. 


The inhabitants ot the little town of 


Percy, which nestled quietly in the 
bluff-protected valley of tho Arkansas, 
were filled with tho deepest dismay 
•when, one pleasant afternoon, this 
houlo of painted Cheyennes leaped 
suddenly from 
Hie ravines to the 


northvvnnl and dashed into the streets. 
After some sharp but desultory fight- 
in?, they fell lurk to the bluffs, and 
tho citizens of the to\vn took shelter 
in a strong adobe 
Seeing this, the 


Jrdiiins again advanced, and, shelter- 
ing themselves behind the deserted 
houses, diiected a rapid but ineffectual 
lire 
against its bullet-proof walls. 


Baffler! in this, they applied tho torch 
to such of the houses as they did not 
require for purposes ot concealment, 
and then began shooting burning ar- 
rows ut the roof of the adobe, in. the 
hope of setting it on lire. 


All this timu tho people crowded 


•within the little structure were not 
idle. The best marksmen among thorn 
posted themselves at the small, square 
window-,, seieemng their persons as 
much as possible, and, whenever a 
feathered head-dress appeared, a bullet 
was sent in uncomfortable proximity 
to it.

dian superstition. It lies at the very 
foundation of their character.

minds of the Cheyennes, those quceily- 
ticking instruments were the white 
man's "medicine," and might bring 
untold ills to whoever meddled with 
them, 
A "medicine" may be any 


thing which is supposed to bring luck 
to its wearer or possessor. It may be 
"good" or "bad," and what is "good 
medicine" to one individual may be 
"bad medicine" to another, or to the 
same person at a different time or un- 
der other circumstances 


How many times the Percy office was 


"called" during the long hours of the 
afternoon will never bo known, and no 
doubt the operator was more than once 
soundly rated for inattention to duty. 


As the shadows of nighi commenced 


to settle slowly over the vaih'y, blotting 
out the rocky prominences and the sil- 
very sheen of the river, Sydney Realf 
began to turn over in his mind plan 
after plan for the relief of the be- 
leaguered people.
